| fm orderto give you some ides of the manner in 
which’ we'arte working, imagine the ship some 200 
yerds from the tanks where the cable.is stowed on 
shere in immense water-tight apartments, the cable 
soaking in'tar. ‘It ig drawn out at the top of the roof 
by méans ef a small engine placed on board a hulk 
formerly. a 20-gun brig in the British navy... The 
cable simply passes over a wheel 15 feet 10 inches in 
diamieter.- To this wheel is dttached an iidicator 
recording every revolution, so that at any moment by 
reference to it the quantity is obtained. Tue wheel 
revolves with the slightest pressure, so does also all 
the other leading wheels from the tank to the ship, of 
which there are 19—they are called bobbins. Some 
ef them are erected on ficat stages 18 feet high and 
are. made of sheet-iron,; being various in size, 
some. 44 feet in diameter, and others but 2% feet. 
There are also four wooden drums or wheels and 
five more’bobbins on deck to convey the cable to the 
circles on board. From four to six men ere stationed 
along the deck and platforms to guide the cable. 

In the circles where the cable is being coiled there 
are from 36 to 40men. They sit clese together and 
each takes hold of the cable as itis passed to him by a 
person who constanly is on the walk around and in 
this: circle. Following him is @ second person, an 
employe of the Company, who inspects the work 


-and. detects all imperfections, . noting down 


in .a book the precise time, place and pé- 
sition, and where located, when such occurs in 
the circle. The bobbins, as. they are. called, 
resemble in shape a common modera spool, used for 
thread, and- are made of thick sheet iron.

The first provision: Mr. Boroz considers ah unne- 
cessary burden on the ceuntry during peace, without 

any edequate compensating result in time 
of war. ‘The second defect alluded to above, he 
thinks gives the ‘American ship-bullder “a perfect 
monopoly,”in which,'as the report says, “he can'see 
no justice,” since Americans are thus compelled to 
buy Américan ships; without reference to whether 
they can buy foreign built ships cheaper. Mr. Borcsz 
quotes from @ speech of Hon. E: Baooxs, of New- 
York, wherein he admitted that ships could be built
